HiiQMI ' PASHA DISMISSED

Constantinople, April 13.— The troops 
of the garrison made a violent dem- 
onstration today before tho parlia- 
ment buildings t^galnst the committee 
of Union and Progress and the govern- 
ment. They demand the! dismissal of 
the grand vizier, Hilmt Pasha, tho 
minister of war and tho president of 
the chamber. Tho outbreak was caused 
by an order Issued to tho troops to tlie 
effect that they must obey their olli- 
cers under all circumstances, even It 
called upon to shoot down their co- 
religionists.

Deputies were escorted to tho cham- 
ber in ordin- that they niiglit vote on 
tho ciucstlon of forming u new cabi- 
net and appointing a new president, 
but owing to" the -Easter holidays, It 
was impossible to form a quorum. 
Several Killed 

Deputy Emir Araian waa killed on 
his way to the house in mistake for 
Hussein Japld. Reports of the killed 
placed the number as high as seven- 
teen and tho wounded at thirty or 
more. There Is a report current also 
that , the minister, of -justice, RenDk 
Pasha, had been murdered, that tho 
.minister ot marine had been wounded 
and the rnlniator of war tajteh prisoner 
by the. mutineers.. This, hovyeygr, . has 
not l)een conlirnicd. 

The cabinet met at the Porto today 
and after a long consultation the min- 
isters sent in their resignations to tho 
I)alace. A now ministry has' been 
formed this evening. The latest ru- 
nior Is that Towllk Pashu, who was 
recently appointed ^rn^ti^sador to 
Great Britain, wUV be the^triext. grand 
vizier, with Edhlm Pasha' minister of 
W^r. 

Bdhirn Pa.sha was the Turkish com- 
mander In the Greek war, and as he 
proceeded from the V'ildi-,5 Kiosk to 
Staniboul, he was greeted with cheers 
from the troops. 

The Sultan's principal secretarj- read 
to tho chamber an trade announcing 
Ulat Ills Majesty liad aceejited the 
cabinet's resignation and that a new 
ministry was In process of formation. 
Measures had been taken, the ■ irade 
contiimed, to preserve order through- 
out the country. 

It was announced tliat the mutinous 
troops had been pardoned and that 
they could return to their barracks and 
the people to their occupations. The 
Irudo was received with enthusiastic 
cheers for the Sultan. , 

Cause of Mutiny 
Tho Government had Information of 
the Intended movement and adopted 
defensive measures, Ollicers were noti- 
lled to be prepai-eil to forcibly dlsi)erse 
meetihge on Monday night, and Mah- 
moud iPashu, eonmiander of the lirst 
army corps, issued a rigorous order 
to lire uptjii tile atlacl'iers of the 
inosciues, and civilians if necessary. It 
was this order, as already mentioned, 
that led to tho mutiny. At dawn, tlie 
soldiers, led hy a corporal, a id ember 
of the Mohammedan Union, seized the 
Parliament House and the telegraiih 
olUces. They cut the wires and arrest- 
ed several ollicers. They examined tlie 
bridges, which they swung open for an 
hour to prevent a movement from 
Asebu, a suburb 011 the northern side 
of the Golden Horn. Then they killed 
two ollicers belonging to the conunittee. 

Hilml Pasha, the Grand Vizier, ar- 
rived at the Portia at one o'clociv in tlio 
morning. He found the ministers as- 
sembled, and learned that nearly the 
whole garrison, with the excoi>tlon of 
four battailous and some artillery at 
the war ofllce, bud nnitiuled. The 
jiarllament was now in the liands of 
the mutineers, who bad surrounded the 
buildings and were; demanding the dls- 
mls.sal of the nilnl.'^tei-s. The mutineers 
were admitting d<'iiutie.>i, live of wluun 
loclced the chamber and spent the 
morning In trying to In-Ing about a 
peaceful settlement with the troops. It 
ivas not long before the mutineers 
were joined by other battalion.-;, sonic 
of whom canu^ from Pera. 

Hllnil Pasha, fearing to undertake 
tho resi)onslbillty of ordering an .at- 
tack on the revolutionists, iiroceeded 
to the Ylldiz Kiosk at two o'clock In 
thi'. afternoon and tendered his reslg- 
na*.lon as Grand Vizier. 

Mutineers' Demands, 
Vienna, April 13. — The following 
telegram, timed four o'clock this after- 
noon, has been received liere from 
Constantinople: "Tho cabinet has 
been sitting since early In tho morn- 
ing. The committee of Uidon and Pro- 
gri'ss also held a long concl.avo. Tho 
mutineers have made the following de- 
mand on the government: 

"Protection of the Mohaiiimedan; 
dissolution of the Committi'o of Union 
!ind Progress; dismissal of tho Grand 
Vizier, the mlnlst(M- of war, tho min- 
ister of marine, and the in-esldent of 
th(! chamber, and Immunity from pun- 
ishment for the mutliiei,-rK." 

They reproach their ollicers with 
preventing them from offering up tho 
prescribed prayers tind with attempt- 
ing to abolish altogether prayers for 
the sultan. Up to the present, nego- 
tiations , with the mutineers liavo been 



without results. Artillery will, how- 
ever, be nm.ployed against tlieni only 
as a last resort, 'I'heir attitude is fair- 
ly ciuiet. 'I'lie mutineers are command- 
ed by a non-commissioned ulUi-er, and 
their ranks are being continually aug- 
mened by groups of soldiers and arm- 
ed civilians. 

"All attempts on the ^lart of tho 
revolutionists to win otlior troops re- 
maining true to the ministry have been 
prevented by cavalry. A serious con- 
flict ensued, in which sl.\: persons were 
killed. Shots were exchanged several 
times during tho day, and It is report- 
ed that tlie casualties, Include tWQ 
ficors of the loyal trodps ahd-a'jdepnjy,' 
who bore a close resemblance to ' one 
of the active offloialB.of the. Young 
Turks party. It Is also stated that a 
deputy was murdered.' - 

"Although the mutineers surrounded 
the chamber they allowed the deputies 
to enter. Those who availed them- 
selves of this permission issued an. ap- 
peal to the other deiputlBB" to 'come to 
the houso and consider tho mutineers' 
demands. 

"It Is doubtful whether the rising Is 
a spontaneous act of the soldiers, and 
It is considered more probable that the 
Liberal Union Is behind It. A great 
part of the garrison seem to have taken 
to the movement, including the Sal- 
onlljl battalions, ^Apparently the min- 
ister of war has a fevir. battalions and 
batteries at his disposal, Tho Shclk- 
Ul-Islam Is negotiating With the lead- 
ers of the mutineers^ and it is expected 
that either KImil Pasha or Said Pasha 
will be appointed Grand Vizier." 
Tho Latest Report

Ne\Vv;y of Iffiiappeared today, before the 
sendip'X^cijnmlt.tep arid' re- 

trehdhiiierita'.'lh' favort Of ■ a -bill which 
would 'pernilt- saloons- to'- be> open' on 
Sunday In flrst-clasB'Cltles Iroihi one- to 
eleven p. m." 

Representative W. S. Bennett, of New 
York, also spoke in favor Of the mea- 
sure. Several speakers vigorously op- 
posed the bill. 

District Attorney Jerome said tho 
present state excise dei)artment agents 
could enforce the law -better In New 
York In a single day than tho whole 
police deiinrtnient could in a year. Mr. 
Jerome chariicterized .as a "dream" the 
statement that foruier X^rosldenl 
Roosevelt made when police commis- 
sioner that be had chised the saloons 
on Sunday In New York." 

"If prohibition were practicable," 
said he, "1 would be for It. It Com- 
missioner Bingham were removed and 
I were given twenty men from the 
state excise department, I would close 
saloons in New York within three 
months as tight as a drum." 

The measure was attacked by W. H. 
Hubbell, secretary of the New York 
Sabbath commission, who declared that 
there was collusion between the saloon-' 
keepers and the New York police. "I 
would oppose a 'bill permitting tiie sale 
of Bibles on the seventh day of the 
week," said he. In conclusion, he read 
letters expi-esslng i)]ii)ositioii to the bill 
from the Blshoii Gr.-. r of the diocese 
of New York and l-;ugene Phillaln, re- 
gent of the university i>f the state.

The' '.oEtortS '. being ■. made by ' the city 
council' to bar certain businesses frdm 
tho residontial sections of the city 
brought forth a spirited protest from 
Aldornian Turner at last night's meet- 
ing of the cltv eounell when the hvlaw 
to amend the liuilding bylaw and regu- 
late tho location, construction and use 
<>L certain classes of- structures In tho 
elty was being considered. 

The measure, among other things, 
|)rovldi\s that the follnwInK iiidustricH 
KluiU iiol l.ie liieated, eonstnicted or 
used In closely settled re.sidential 
blocks and streets: Breweries, hrlck- 
inakers. blacksmith shops, boiler 
.sliojis, bowling alleys, public billiard or 
bagatelle rooms, blood or bone boil- 
ing, oheniical works, eabina, dance 
halls, foundries, llsh mongers, flsli 
curers, fish eannerie.s, hide warehouses 
or liitle dre.ssing, laundry and wash- 
house buildings, livery stables, oil n:- 
ilniiig or exti-aeting, palt works, pig- 
geries, poultry (.alve or dead) dealers, 
stables, saw or planing mills, soap 
works, soap boilers, skating rinks, sa- 
loons, taruierles , tallow melters and 
tripe boili.'rs or any industry einpliy- 
ing' steam Ir electric power, shall bo 
locatedj coiistructed or used In closely 
settled residential blocks and closely 
settled residential streets, as defined by 
tlio Nuisance bylaw, 1S07. 

"Evidently ■ the Intontion ■ Is to do 
away with every thlrig in tho way of 
business," stated Alderman Turner. 

"In the residential suction," cor- 
rected City Solicitor Mann. 

"This is a residential city, everything 
going u]) is residential," suggested the 
\\'ard Five representative sarcastically. 
"Strike that seetion out. Its only ob- 
ject Is to jirevent the growth of the 
eity and make it anylliing but a busl- 
ni'ss city. As everyone knows, a city 
grows fnini the liiusluess to the resi- 
dential. Jl appears to me that in pass- 
ing this measure we are going alto- 
gether too far, or rather we aro going 
backward. It will mean we cannot ex- 
t< nd th<? city but must choke off ov- 
ervthiiiK In the way of business. If a 
man comes here and wants to build 
up a business we will tell him ho must 
go to ye:ittle or Vancouver. Evidently 
all we want here aro residences in 
which to spend a nice quiet time and 
(lie fiuietiy, but we don't want busi- 
ness. 

Aid. Humbor Jumped to his feet and 
suggested a few business enterprises 
which tnight be included in the list his 
reiimrks convulsing his hearers, but 
Ins suggestion was not acted upon. 

Aid. Raymond suggested that as the 
bu^Hinesses enumerated above are to be 
allowed within the lire limits it 11 .plit 
be well to extend those limits, v.'liile 
Aid. Henderson pointed out that the 
businesses or callings named were 
noxious ones, and sliould not he al- 
lowed within a residential section. 
Look to Winnipeg. 

Aid. Stewart referred to llie by-law 
now in force in W'inuliieg, whoro most 
strii;gent regulations are in force, but 
in thai eity tlie streets on wblcli such 
busiijcsses cannot be located are set 
foi Finally it wa.s aeciued to leave 
the cor.sideration of the measure over 
until tile \Vinnipcg by-law can be pro- 
iluceU. 

The measure provides, also, that 
where any person intends erecting a 
building ill the city for any purpose 
other than for a private residence, 
withli' a closely settled residential 
secticii, a statement signed by the 
owner, or his agent, showing tho puri 
poso for which the building Is to be 
u.s.-.i niuist be llled with the building 
inspcctoi, and in cases wnore the 
bul.'cling is to be located within the 
lire limits for other purpose than a 
privat.j residence such a statement 
mii.-it be submitted. Tlie same rule ap- 
plies to repairs or alterations of ex- 
{■sting buildings. I'rovision Is made 
that in the ca.si' of stables sucli struc- 
turof- may be erecteil within a resi- 
dential section, where such are for 
private use, and not intended to stable 
more than four horses, but no stable 
shall be erected within ten feet of the 
street line, live foot of tlu' rear line or 
ten feet of tlic dido boundary line of 
the lot. 

Mayor Hall pointed out the neces- 
sity of tho council considering the 
(juostlon of whore the funds are to 
come from for the Improvement of the 
main trunk roads such as Esquimult 
road, Douglas street, Cedar Hill .road 
and others which, In outlying sections, 
are in great need o£ repair. This work 
must be talten In hand at tlie earliest 
possible moment or else will be delayed 
for a long time If the local improve- 
ment work in the inside seotions Is 
done llrst. The funds cannot bo se- 
en i-ed from general revenue and either 
'a, ioa'n win have to bo raised or tho 
work done on tho local Improvement 
|)lan. He advocated that the matter 
lic^ considered by the flnance committee 
:i:t ondc, so that if a loan Is decided 
ni.ou tho necessary by-law can be pre- 
liariHl and submitted to the ratepayers 
at once. 

Less Stringent Rule 

The rule passed last week by tlie 
street.s, bridges and sewers coiiunlltee 
that hereafter in works of local Im- 
provement the city will pay onc-tliird 
of the cost when the work Is done 
within the fire limits and oiie-llfth in 
cases outside the limits will be chang- 
ed to the extent that where the work 
Is done on tho main trunk roads the 
eounell may determine to pay a larger 
prnportiou of cost. The matter was 
bi^ciuglit uj) by .•Vlderman Fullerton, 
who stated that many old time tax 
payers resided outside the fire limits, 
xvlio have been contributing for years 
towards the city's share of local im- 
provements In the central sections feel 
that the now rule Is unfair to them. 
The new rule might bo made to apply 
to the outlying sections and now sub- 
divisions, but there la a great Inter- 
mediate section which would suffer. 

A complaint of tho Victoria Labor- 
ers' Protective association, made to the 
Trades & Labor council and b\- the 
l:ittor body forwarded to the council, 
protesting against tho foreman of the 
salt water high pressure system being 
a man who does not live within the 
city limits and does not pay taxes to 
the city, was not jiroinoted from the 
ranks ol' the eity workmen, was ri'- 
eeived and llled, Alderman Stewyrt 
pointing out that tlie protest came in 
.■I triile late in the day considering that 
the salt water, higli pressure systom is 
now iiractieall.\^ completed.

A eoniinunie;ition from the same as- 
sociation protesting against the worlc 
of jiaving Wharf street being done by 
crmtrnet as the owners desire, was also 
liled.

To ascertain just what tho city 
council intends doing In regard to Sun- 
day closing of cigar stores, candy 

stores and thoao other business enter 
prises wlilch at present conio within 
the operation of no law in force in tho 
city, was thu cause of the ai>pcaranco 
of a deputation reprusentlntj tlie W. 
C. T. U. and the various adult Biblo 
clas.scs of tlie dilfcrent churciies, Which 
awalt..-a upon the .council <prl6r..to. the 
regular meeting qf thatibody last even- 
ing. Heference was. made to the re- 
ferendtim, which was pUssed at the 
last civic election in favor of some 
measures which would close all places 
of business on tho Sabbath, and thu 
members of tho deputation urged tho 
council to state just what is Intended 
to hr. done in connection therewith. 
Tho deputation consisted of IMrs. Mc- 
Koown, Mrs. Parsons, Jlris. Jennings, 
Jirs. Field, Rev. A. 13. Roberts, Rev. 
Christniihcr Burnett, Messrs. Noah 
Sl.aktspc-ure, A. Menagh, A. Whlteouk, 
J. L. McCallum, George Carter and 
others. Rfev. Mr. Rocliestor, secretary 
of the Lcrd's Day Alliance was also 
present 

Noah Shalceapeare, spokesman for 
the deputation, sfatod that the depu- 
tation represented a growing and In- 
fluential section of the public here, who 
are very intorcstcd in tho matter of 
the i)roi)er observance of the Sabbath. 
He referred to the referendum py..'5se(l 
last .Taniiary, and asked wliat the 
council Intended doing to carry out llio 
wishes of the majority as shown at the 
polls. 

Urge Necessity of Law. 

W, li. Parsons read a resolution 
passed by tlie young n.en's liible clas.s 
of the Cenlcuniul .Metliodlst cliuicli, 
urging upon tho council tlie nece.s.yily 
of passing a by-law to oloae all store.-; 
now keeping open on Sunday, and ask- 
ed why tlio measures liad not been 
made law. D.Uflng the' coming sum- 
mer while the tourist season Is at it«3 
height all places of business ' should 
be closed. He believed that the depu- 
tation was' only asking for what the 
council lias power to pass. 

Mayor tlail stated tliat tlie referen- 
dum wat; pas.scd in a general way, ami 
the council liad been advised by its 
solicitor and later by tho city barrister 
that thu referunduin covered too broad 
a Hold. On April Stli the city bar- 
rister had given advice as to what 
business could bo closed, but there 
were certain places which could not bo 
closed as the legislation ;isl<od for was 
not within the power of the province 
or city. It was not that the council 
did not desire to meet the wishes of 
those reprQsentea by the deputation 
but because on the advice of the city 
barrister it was found that tho full 
effect of the referendum could not bo 
carried out. It is not within the power 
even of tho provincial government to 
pass a Sunday closing by-law. 

Rev. Christopher Burnett urged upon 
tho council tho neceasitv of passing tho 
required measure. Ho had been' "a 
citizen of Victoria for two years and 
often liad been ashamed to have to 
confess to tlie conditions existing here. 
Visitors here wondered why the .Sab- 
bath is not observed in Victoria .-is It 
is in otlier parts of the Domlnioin. 
Even from the economic standpoint 
Sunday closing is an absolute neces- 
sity. The very best type of pooplo 
comlngr to Victoria to. make their liomes 
hero have entered their protest at the 
lack of 'Sabbath observance. Ho was 
quite willing to admit that It is not 
the chief work of the council to bo 
moral reformers. It hao^ other wprk, 
but it should , heed the .wishes of a 
largo and influential body of the 
public. 

Only What Can Be Given. 

Rev. Mr. Rochester was quite sure 
the council would appreciate that .the 
de|)utatlon was asking nothing wnlch 
the council Is not competent to grant. 
It wished to know what the council 
intended ^oing. It was fully recognized 
that everything is not in the power 
of the city, but by submitting tho ref- 
erendum tho council evidently intend- 
ed to give such relief and redress as 
lay In its power and that was all that 
was being asked for. 

Mayor Hall pointed out that it la not 
wtlhin tlie iirovince even of the pro- 
vincial government to make a Sunday 
closing law. But the Dominion law i.s 
in force in every province but Brllish 
Columbia. Here the attorney-general 
will not authorize the operation of that 
"aw. 

Rev. Mr. Rochester .suggested that 
the province by indirect law might 
accomijllsh the same end by the en- 
forcement of laws regulating theatres, 
ic, and in many instances arrjvo at 
the end souglit. 

iMderman Raymond, as chairman of 
the health and morals committee, stat- 
ed that tho council had not caused any 
undue delay. The matter had been 
carefully thought out. and referred to 
llic city's legal advisers, but the city 
did not wish to pass any bylaw which 
would prove valueless. . 

i\lr. Shakespeare urged that tlio 
opinion of the city sollcitoi' and city 
barrister inirfit after all bo wrong and 
tliat anyway a bylaw sliould be .sub- 
mitted. If it pnjved ultra vires tlie 
people would at least know where tliey 
stood. A friendly action, as tlic mayor 
suggested, might be brought and a test 
case had. 

Mayor Hall stated tlial he would like 
to see the province enforce the Domin- 
ion act, but In any event the deputation 
cinild rest assured that the covmcil 
will do everything In its power to 
frame a bylaw to meet the wishes of 
tho deputation. Perhaps the Revenue 
bylaw could be amended to malte the 
licenses good for but hI.k day.s In the 
week. 

With this assurance the deputation 
withdrew. 



SIR DONALD CURRIE 



Well Known Shipowner and Forincr 
Politician Dead At tho Ago 
Of 84 Years 



London, April 13.— Tho death of Sir 
Donald Currio, the well known ship- 
owner, is announced, He had been ill 
for some time, although his illnciis was 
not considered serious until the drain 
began to tell on his ;idvanccd ago. 

The late Sir Donald was one uf tlie 
well known llgures of the century in 
Great Britain. Born September 17, 1S25, 
ho would have been 81 years of age 
on Ills next birthday. Ho was ;i close 
friend of the late Rt. Hon. William E. 
Gladstone and among his living frlcnd.s 
up .to the time of h!a .death were many 
men prominent In public and social 
life.

Operators Publish Statement Defining 
Their Position in Regard to 
Organization 

Now York. April 13. — The nnthraclio 
coal operator.s who held a conference 
In this city yesterday . to determine 
upon their position towards the miners 
made public a stWement today, de- 
claring that there was . absolutely no 
friction between . them- in reaching a 
deci.Hion to appoint a commlttPC to re- 
port on April. 22. 

The operators' staterhont continued: 
"The operators present were' still will- 
ing to renew the n.^recment entered 
into In 1906. The operators were ml 
willing' to make a contract with an 
organization controlled Ijy men engag- 
ed In bituminous mining, a competitive 
Industry. 

"It should ot be understood tlint tho 
operators oiijiose organization among 
tlielr employees. Th(s attitude of tlie 
operators towards this (luestion is tlio 
same as that in which they were up- 
held by tho strike committee' of 1902." 

In conclusion tlie statement says: 
"The mine workers were advised by 
the conimltte'! to make in their orgnn- 
b;ailou certain changes which might 
justify the operators In donling with 
it. 'riiese recommendations iiave not 
been adopted, and thc're exist now, 
exactly the same reasons against 
recognition which seemed good and 
sulliclent to tlie commission apiiolnted 
by tho President of the United States."

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CITY IMPROVEMENTS. 

A day or two ago the Mayor spoke 
about the advisability of the city tor- 
rowing a considerable sum of money 
and going In fur street Iniproveiaents 
oh a large scale-. We tlilnk the amount 
mentioned by liim was $500,000. The 
idea Is a sound one. Our present rate 
of progress in aeeurlng better streets 
is entirely too elow. \\^^ liavc gone 
along at a good pace In tlie mf.tter of 
granolithic sidewalks, but the work 
so fur In regard to better carriageways 
Is altogether too slow. Sometliing bet- 
ter must be done, and unless some one 
can suggest a simpler plan than that 
proposed by the Mayor, we hope tliut 
■will bo adopted. 

The Colonist favors the improvement 
oir streets on the local Improvement 
plan. This at present provides that the 
city shall bear one-third of tlie co.stand 
the abutting property owner.s .sliall 
pay the two-thirds: but tliis has re- 
cently been held to apply only to those 
parts of the city that arc within the 
lire limits. In tlie residential sections 
tlie city lias been paying only oiie- 
tifth, and It is proposed that in tlie re- 
moter looalitles the property owners 
sfiiall pay the whole nmount. We are 
not going to discuss today tho e(]uit- 
ablcneM of such an arrangement, be- 
cause that would bo to divert atten- 
tion from the general subject. We will 
a.ssume for the purpose of the argu- 
ment that the city's ])roportion . of the 
cost of street Improvements will aver- 
ago twenty-nvc per cent. On this 
basis, if the city borrowed $500,000 the 
abutting property owners would have 
to provide $1,500,000, which would give 
a fund of 000,000 for street improve- 
ments. This would do a lot of worlc. 

■We. suggest this as a matter well 
worth consideration. We have not 
made any estimate to ascertain wliether 
or not it is more or less tlian can be 
profitably expended at this time, for 
we-'aro-only dealing -with the general 
principle. The streets ought to be put 
in good shai)e at once. During the 
long summer days it would be possible 
to work two- and probably three shifts 
of men and an immense amount of 
work could be done, if the money were 
available to pay for it. 

We suggest the question as one upon 
which correspondents might bo willing 
to express their opinions. That is a 
good way of getting at what people 
think. 



NAVAL MATTERS 

A meeting is to be held in thi' Vic- 
toria Theatre at which Canada's share 
In the naval defence of the EmiJire 
will be considered. It Is desirable that 
there shall be a full expression of 
the views of the people of the Domin- 
ion upon tills exceedingly imi)ortant 
<|u<-stion, beoaus-e tho time h/is come 
when i)ublic sentiment mu.st be crys- 
tallized into action. The press of Can- 
ada has discussed the question in all 
its bearing.'', and Parliament ha.s 
placed itself on lecuril in what may lu; 
called an academic statement of the 
duty of the Dominion. The Toronto 
Globe, which may be assumed to speak 
with some knowledge of the facts, says 
It understanda that "the government is 
convinced of the sincerity of Parlia- 
ment and win proceed at once to as- 
certain the .views of the Admiralty in 
C.rinit i3rltaln." .Pvir Toronto contem- 
porary returns to the discussion of 
wliat Is the Ijcst way to discharge tho 
duty wliicli Parilumciit lias unanimous- 
ly recugn izrd, and it says: 

The i|iU!stion whicli the Admiralty 
should hf asked to answer is: "Wliat 
can Canada iln, witliin her means, that 
will be of most assistance to you?" 
And that thing wo believe the govern- 
ment is prepared to do with the back- 
ing of the whole people of Canada. 

T^Ie Globe believes that the best 
way to protect tho shores of Canada is 
"to make sure tliat the Il<'et3, which 
surround the Urltiah Isles are tho un- 
questionable masters of the ocean." 
!We quote further; 

This may sound like an argument in 
favor of a subslantln 1 monetary con- 
tribution to tlie streiiKtlieuing of the 
British lleet. In .-i in<nal sense the-ad- 
ditlon o'f a vessel or vessels to the Brit- 
ish lleets, paid for and owned by Can- 
ada, would lie vastly stronger and 
movi) inlluenlial. It would go freight(!d 
with the lioi)e and pride of this young 
imd exiKindiiig laiui, and would be a 
iiotllieation to ever.v lOuropean power 
that lirltaiii, strong thougli she may ho 
now, has a future oven greater than 
her glorious jiast. Wo confess we see 
no dilliculty to the hearty and useful 
I'O-operation of Canadian vessels in the 
British lleet, tliougli under the ultlniato 
orders of tho government at Ottawa, 
'i'he ordiimry post of such vessels 
would bo on this. side of tho ocean, but 
they would be available for whatever 
part of tlie seas a vessel flying the 
Union .liick would lie of most service 
for the niuliitonance of British sea- 
Iiower, tho one and Important thing. 

Tho views of the Hamilton Spectator 
differ somewhat from those of the 
Globe. Tho Spectator, we may add, Is 
one of tho oldest and most inlSuontial 



Conservative papers In Ontario. It 
does not favor the Idea of contributing 
Dreadnoughts to the British navy, for 
the reason that they can not be built 
in Canada, and the resources of tho 
British shipbuilding llrnis are already 
taxed V to their capacity. It quotes tho 
Canadian Gazette as authority for the 
statement, which it adds is corrobor- 
ated by other British newspapers, that 
"the present danger to the maintenance 
of British naval supremacy-;l8 ii((t-?auo 
to the lack of money, but to Inade- 
quate shlpbuliding facilities to turn 
out battleships fast enough to double 
the speed of tlie German navy building 
programme." It quotes tho Gazette as 
saying "except as an always welcome 
and potent evidence of Xlmplre solidar- 
ity the gift of Dreadnoughts by New 
Zealand, Australia or Canada Is neither 
here nor there." We quote again from 
the Spectator'.s own views: 

If this statement of the case Is tho 
correct one there would seem to bo 
Uttlo practical use In an offer of a 
Dreadnought from Canada, unless we 
were in a position to build and equip 
sucli a contribution In Canadian 
waters, which we are not. And this 
being tho situation of affairs, it would 
seem that the Canadian parliament, 
by pledging this country to a pro- 
grainc of home defense as well as to 
such further contributions as may be 
necessary in case of pressing need, 
has pursued a sane and reasonable 
course. 

Our Hamilton contemporary ^ays 
that by the recent deliverance of Par- 
liament Canada has put her band to 
the plough and must not lool; back. It 
says that "no time should bo lost In 
arranging for a conference with the 
Admiralty authorities to tho end that 
we may be properly started on our 
naval defence programme." 

We regret that the attitude of those 
of the French papers of Quebec, which 
we liave seen, Is not as sympathetic as 
could lie desired. Yesterday we men- 
tioned L'Evenement as stating its pre- 
fereneu for Mr. Fusli'r's resolution be- 
cause it onl^• committed Canada to 
local naval defence, while that adopted 
by the House of Commons pledges the 
countr^■ to Imperial defence. Le Cana- 
dian says the Canadian navy will cost 
SiiCOOCOOO, and adds: "This is a beau- 
tiful programme for our patriots at 
Ottawa. The Georgian Bay Canal, the 
improvement of our ports, the question 
of cheap transportation may go to the 
devil." LaiVerlte, which Is the organ 
of the clerical party, says that we are 
now witnessing the results of our 
"participation In, tho conquest of the 
South African republics." 

Other views expressed are as fol- 
lows: By the Montreal Trade Bulletin, 
which thinks tlie action of the Govern- 
ment only lialf-hearted and that In 
view of our dependence upon tho 
Mother Country for money we ought 
to be more^ ready with proffers .of 
practical assistance; "by 'tlie^. Ottawa 
Citlj;en, whicli is not prejiared to say 
that the people of Canada favor tlie 
building of Dreadnoughts, but thinks 
our co-operation ought to be more tan- 
gible than it has so far been; by the 
.Montreal Herald, which thinks Mr. 
Borden and Mr. l'''oster are to be con- 
gratulated for having courageously 
faced the situatlo.i, and that thoy 
showed wisdom in recognizing "the 
fundamental weaknesses of the propos- 
ition to offer Dreadnoughts or cash." 
l'"rom these expressions of opinion Col- 
onist readers can gain a fairly correct 
idea of the trend of tliought through- 
out the country. 



MILITARY SERVICE. 

We are favored with an advance copy 
of a paper which was to have been 
read before the Canadian Military In- 
stitute, at Toronto, on .Monday night 
by Lt.-Col. William Hiunillon Alerilt. 
The paper is very long, it would make 
two solid pages of the Colonist. It 
contains a great deal of very useful in- 
formatlvjii for those who are interested 
in military matters, but its reproduc- 
tion in full 111 any news[iai)er would bo 
out of the question, and it is so crowd- 
ed with facts that any summary of It 
would not do it justice. We expect 
that it will be printed in the form of 
a pamphlet, and if that is tlie case it 
ought to have wide circulation and be 
I'ead even liy tliose who may not agree 
with Col. Mcrrltt's views. It Is a plea for 
patriotic mllltai-y service and the Swiss 
system is favored. Tlie princijile of 
this is tint all the iieopln are Meddlers, 
and tho interesting feature of the case 
is that, when In 1907 the lengthening 
(li the term of service and an Increase 
of the number of men under arms was 
submitted to the people In the form of 
a pleblsclle, the proposal was carried 
by a large majority. Tho people had 
had over thirty years' experience of tlie 
system \yheu the vote was talcen. We 
make the following quotation from the 
paper: 

The Swiss military system has been 
so markedly succdssful in giving an 
etnclently armed and trained nation 
tliat the National Service League of 
Great Britain, of which Lord Roberts 
is president and Lord Mllnor one of 
tlie vice-presidents, organized a com- 
mittee of representative men to visit 
Switzerland in 1907 and make a report 
on its miltary system. Representa- 
tives of tlie Times, the .Morning Post, 
the Tribune, tlie Daily Telegraph, the 
Clarion, the Weslmlnster Gazette and 
the Dail.v Mirror accompanied the com- 
mittee. In welcoming them the Presl- 
d(Mit of the i'^deratioii said, among 
other tilings: 

"Our military institutions constitute 
at once a basis of democracy, a scliool 
of manliness, a school of civic virtue, 
of self-sacrifice and of faithfulness to 
duty, and with us the obligation (to 
serve) is considered as the .privilege of 
the citizen." 

'I'he report of this eommltt(-'0 was 
slgiicil liy "2 representati VI.' men, and 
it said 111 iiart: "'I'lie enc|ulries made 
by the British cpmniltteo, which has ro- 
eent|y.:^beeh;',"enabled .by the generous 
courtesy - of the'> Syvlss government' -to 
Investigate the Swiss military system, 
led the committee to the conclusion 
that the system is extremely popular 



In Switzerland, and baa produced re- 
sults of whlch,..tlio Swiss nation miiy 
well be proud. - 'lit forms an integral 
part of the i moral:. and physical wel- 
fare of the . Swiss- people; ' It brings 
together aU;fbla?ses "of the community 
In friendly comradeship and co-opera- 
tion In a comnion cause, and it ap- 
pears to entail blit slight Interference 
with the industrial life of tho people." 

An average of employees absent from 
a number of Swiss llrms through mili- 
tary duty In 1907, was only 1!.17 per 
cent, and it is arranged that a man's 
occupation In elvO life is carried on in 
his military service, and Indeed he of- 
ten is taught iniieh of value to him In 
liis usual occupation. The ; ■ British 
military attache ut Berne as'a result 
of ills experience wrote: 

"The Swiss army is a school for the 
nation, and, as almost all Swiss in re- 
sponsible positions win tell you, 'If wo 
hiid not got tho army we should have 
to invent something to tako Its place.' 
The keynote of their attitude Is, that 
It Is a free man's right and honor to 
serve his country, and a disgrace to 
shirk this honorable ifluty. Those who 
are unable to serve owing to physical 
deficiency are honestly pitied." 

Wore we in Canada working on tho 
Swiss system exactly, we should have 
600,000 armed men, and the total 
available number of trained men who 
would fight or work in war time to 
defend their country would tia n bo 
1,100,000, and tlie burden per eaiilta to 
us would be no greater than the Swiss 
is bearing in his countrj- today. Ami 
It is j>ointed out that statistics from 
.Switzerland, Norway and other coun- 
tries sliow that the percentage of the 
total number of males wltliin tlie mili- 
tary age serving at one time is sur- 
prisingly small, therefore the actual 
hardship to business, etc., Is much 
lighter than might be expected. 

STREET FENCES. 

Any report wliicli the newspapers 
can give of the proceedings at a meet- 
ing of the city council is necessarily 
fragmentary, and therefore we are in- 
disposed to criticize very closely any 
observations attributed to aldermen or 
city olllclals. We gather from tho ac- 
count of what took place at Monday 
night's meeting that some provisions. 
In tho form of by-laws, are In con- 
temiilatlon, whicli need to be ver>' care- 
fully franiei: before an attempt Is made; 
to l>ring them into force. In regard to 
fences on the lines of streets and lanes 
we do not suppose any one will raise 
a question as to the desirability of 
prohibiting the erection of th(un until 
the city engineer has Indicated where 
the street line Is, but for the city 
council to profess to say to a man tbnt 
he may no', put a fence across his lot 
at any di.stanco back from the street 
that suits his convenience without ob- 
taining a permit to do so, seems to us 
to be an absurdity. We take leave to 
doubt the authority of tho city coun- 
cil to pass a by-law imposing a line 
upon a man who sees fit to build a 
fence upon his own property, unless 
Its erection contravenes some provis- 
ions of the general law governing 
municipalities. The report says that 
an opinion was expressed, to the effect 
that If a property owner 'sa\y fit not to 
place his front fence on the street 
line, but at some distance from it, the 
liart of his property between the fence 
and the street would pass to the city. 
Surely this must be incorrect. Surely 
no one Is so absurd as to say that un- 
less a man fences In his property the 
city acquires a right to it. 

Will the correspondent, who kindly 
sent us a paper relative to the export 
of pulp wood, let us know from what 
source it was taken? 



A suggestion to Col. Hall: Would it 
not be a good plan to have an occas- 
ional march out of the Fifth Regi- 
ment? It might help recruiting? 

It is interesting to learn that Gon- 
er:il Lord Kitchener will return from 
India via \'ictorla. The Canadian Club 
of this city ought to cable him an In- 
vitation forthwith.

According to the programme, wliich 
was- issued yesterday, the llrst matter 
•introduced will be the report of the 
harbor oonimltteo, appointed at a re- 
cent moetliiff of tlio body to investigate 
prevailing conditions and to make sug- 
BPHtlona as to 'improvements impera- 
tive in order that Victoria's ■■develop - 
nicnt commercially' may ndf'" bo re- 
tarded. 

It Is understood tluit tliose entrusted 
wltli the task have gcino into the 
question very thoroughly und thiit 
their lUuUngs arc of vital concorii to 
all nuTcliants and citizens wlio luive 
the welfare and the advancement of 
the city at heart. 

, After the report is read it will bo 
opened to debate. Certain recommend- 
ations are made whicli, it Is thought, 
will meet with hearty endorsatlon. 
The ni>lnlon nf those responsible for 
tlie compilation of the document is 
tliat its effect, if adopted, as it .stands, 
or if an)ended to make Its representa- 
tions oven stronger, will be of sub- 
stantial benelit to the community. 

Among tlie other business is tlie re- 
commendation by His Worship Mayor 
Hall that the city council and the 
British Columbia municipalities lay 
aside a small grant, the fund derived 
therefrom to be used to 'send' a repre- 
.sontatlve of the provincial militia t" 
the Kingstop. Military. College for a 
complete course of training once a 
year. The idea Is that, In this way, 
Interest in the Western Canadian vol- 
unteer 'corps -will be stimulated, result- 
ing in tfieir being materially strength- 
ened numerically and trom the point pt 
view of efficiency. 

The proposal, so far as caii be gatji- 
ered, meets with the hearty approval 
of the majority of the Board of .Trade. 
In fact it Is practically assured that 
this organization will give the Mayor 
and Aldermen all possllile assistance 
In carrying the .sohemo to fruition, 
tlowevor, it will be thoroughly discuss- 
ed at the fortlicoming gathering and, 
doubtless, some steps will be taken to 
bring it to an immediate focus. 

Another question to bo opened for 
debate will be the extent the province 
should go In e»;tendlng aid to railways. 
This will be based- on a resolution 
adopted by tiie Citizens' tie'ague of Na- 
nalmo.

YIng Foy Was committed for trial in 

the police court yesterday on the 
cliar.ge of having sold a lottery ticket 
to John Collins, a private detective 
brought here from Vancouvier to get 
evidence agaliist the Chinese lotteries 
that are running here. Foy does busi- 
ness at ■ID Cormorant street. 

John Collins was accompanied by a 
fellow detective, Harry Long, the two 
being shown round by a (.Milnanian 
named Lee Sing, and they claim to 
have played the game. in nine different 
places. Yesterday. Collins swore that 
he bought two. tickets at 49 Cormorant 
street tor 25 cents each, and later ro- 
turnea and was told that ho had won. 
Ho received $1.70. Ho had paid the 
money to a Chinaman with a wart on 
Ills forehead, whoso name ho did not 
know, who had passed It oyer to Foy. 
The accused had Inter handed him 
his winnings. Ills evidence was cor- 
roborated by Long. 

He was cross-examined at length by 
J. A. Ailcman, who appeared for the 
defense with George Morphy, as to his 
knowledge of Chinese lottery. Both 
men tiwore that it' was a game of 
cliance, and that the percimtagea had 
been exiilained to tliem by Chinamen. 
You could win from 10 cents to $1.50, 
but were more likely to lose. Collins 
had known of Chinese loteriea since ho 
was a boy and had played them in New 
Y^ork, Chicago, Vancouver and other 
places as well as In Victoria. Ho ad- 
mitted that ho had never seen a draw- 
ing, and had been told that no white 
man ev(!r was allowed to see one. He 
said that he only saw white men 
playing the game. 

No Chinese "Suokers." 

"One of the Chinke told me," said 
Collins, 'that none but the whites are 
falling for it. No Chinese suckers 
play it now." 

JiOiig .said that on one occasion they 
wi l e in a place while the drawing was 
going un upHtalrs. A man made a 
sort of sing .song down a .speaking 
lube, wblhj another Chhuniiiui at the 
reuuiviiig end niarluid off the ticket ac- 
eurdlng to wliat was said through the 
tube. Hi; did not jjretond to under- 
stand tlie words used. 

At the conclusion of the evidence for 
the prosecution. Mi'. Alkman wanted 
the other cases remanded pending an 
appeal to a Judge of the Supreme 
court, as to whether such evidence was 
suRIclent to show that the game .said 
to have been played was a lottery, llc^ 
also wanted an understanding as to 
tlie nianiua- In wlileh the appeal should 
be argued. Mr. ,Moori!, who I'S con- 
ducting the prosecution, refused to 
give any undertaking, but was willing 
to facilitate an appeal being taken, 
provided that it were done si)eodily. 

Accordingly it was arranged that 
tin; other cases be remanded for a 
week, and that in the meantime notice 
of the application fen- a writ of cert- 
iorari be served forth witli on the 
magistrate, so that the (luestlon of law 
may lae decided without delay. T'he 
cases are all similar, and the iiolnt to 
be decided .by the appeal is . as to 
whether. the. evidence pf men who have 
merely played the game, but cannot 
from personal knowledge liescrlbe how 
the drawing Ih made and on what 
princli)les the prizes are dlstrlbutod, Is 
Kiilllcient to Justify a conviction on 
the charge of carrying on a lottery. 

Chlncsi' lottery prosecutions have 
often failed on tills point, though ot 
late years several convictions have 
been obtained without K\ich expert evi- 
dence. Yesterday afternoon bail for 
Y'lng Foy was fl.xod, by Judge Lamp- 
man.

BOWS TO PUBLIC 



Proposed Water Loan Bylaw 
For Installation Distribution 
Will Be Revised 



The Oak Bay . oounclUors have de- 
cided to boW to tho'^wlsil- of the rate- 
payers In regard to the method to be 
adopted In meeting the expense of bor- 
rowing $aO,00O for the Installation of a 
water distribution system. At last 
night's meeting It "\vaa determined to 
witlidraw the uy-law aa tit prcsunt 
constituted. This means that a gen- 
eral water rate wilt not be imposed, 
and the committee responsible will 
busy Itself In devising HOmo scheme 
Whereby the contemplated outlay may 
be met on the local improvement plan. 

At present It Is not known what pro- 
position wilhnext be- laid.' before the 
district's residents.' Before the cdun'r 
oil decided '.to 'recomiiiiend a general 
rate they considered, It Is said, many 
ways of complying with tiie law, and 
yet giving t!ie i)eopie the advantage of 
tile local imi)rovenient H.\steni lu pay- 
ment. Hut eacii oni; of the proijosalii, 
after being threshed out, was found 
faulty in some Important particular, 
und had to be abandoned, Hence it 
was reluctantly concluded that the 
cost would have to be borne by the 
municipality as a whole. 

However, the resolute opposition of 
the majority to this means lias placed 
the council on Its mettle. They are 
determined to Ilnd some way out of 
the dllllculty, and to arrange some, 
plan that will receive the ujianlmous 
aujiport of all the councillors and the 
endorsatlon of the majority of the Oak 
Bay jieople. 

It Is concluded from the attitude 
assumed by the ratepayers, when re- 
quested to sign a petition usldng that 
the original by-law be voted on, that 
nothing would be accorded tlie stamp 
of their approval, but the method 
through which each ratepayer benent- 
ted would bo levied on, and those out- 
side be exempted. 

With that idea in mind the special 
committee to whom the matter has re- 
ferred will proceed. It is understo'od 
that they have In mind the outline of 
a project which contemplates the In 
titallatlon of main's on a general rate 
and the laying of connections to in 
dividual residences under the local 
Iniiirovement system. The details, 
however, have to be worked out. 

In order to glye thohj(i who ha\-o the 
matter in hand the necessary time, it 
had been decided to postpone tho pro- 
posed public meeting, at which tho 
councillors will discuss tho matter 
with tho ratepayers, until tho 26th 
Inst. At that gathering, it is hoped, 
the by-law will be presented in such a 
way as to meet with general satisfac- 
tion.

I'he fu- 
ture will tell whether the ability to 
do so is a matter of education or Is 
the g'ift <ir a few. 

In :in address wlilch he recently de- 
livered In Ottawa. \V. P. Arehibald, 
the ijominion jjatrol ollieer, spoke elo-

ada fur till! slums which lie called "tiie 
I great agencies of destruction to .any 
I nation." "Let us," he said, "throw the

Are we laying out our streets so that 
there shall be breathing places at fre- 
quent Intervals where children can 
play and where their elders may rest"? 
Ov are we building without any fore- 
thought or regard for the future? 
There la no need to. fall Into tho errors 
whlcli have made life needlessly bad in 
older countries.

Many stories are told of the gener- 
osity shown by the people of Ontario 
to the oUieeru of the Children's Aid 
Society. They are entertained by 
hotel-keepers and vehicles arc put at 
their disposal In the cities where they 
are working. Lorgnette, in the Tor- 
onto Globe, tells a story to illustrate 
the vdlue of the work for the province 
which Is being accomplbshcd through 
the agency of this society. She says: 

"Twelve years ago a girl was com- 
mitted to one of the Children's Aid 
Societies owing to bad home surronnd- 
Ing.s, and was placed in a foster-home. 
She turned out well and when she 
grew up was married to a young man 
In good clrcuinst.'Uices. She is now 
mistress of a well-appointed homo in 
the eountrv and last year asked to 
liave a motlierless girl placed with lier, 
hoping In this way to make up for 
some of the care liestowed upon her. 
She was Induced to take a glri who 
had given a good deal of trouble In 
different foster-homes, and under her 
inlUience the wavward one has become 
happy and conti-ntcd and Is likely to 
outgrow her faults." 

It is sucli Incidents tliat shOW how 
from being a burden on the' community 
these lionielcss or worse than homeless 
children become valuable members of 
the state.

Alma V. LalTerty is a hand- 
some, well-dressed, determined-looking | 
woman, resourceful and full of cnursy. ■ 
The llrst bill Introduced by the feml- ! 
nine memlier was one providing for 
the examination and care of the -health 
of school children. Her experiences . 
with that bill made an interesting bO- | 
ginning to her legislative career. One 
of tho flrst things she found out was 
that men soemed to he naturally sus- 
picious of a bill advocated hy tho 
woman representative; They were, it 
appearexl, not so well Informed on cur- 
rent events In the country as they 
might have been. That children were 
examined, in many states for jihysical 
and mental defects was news to them. 
When the bill came up for Its second 
reiuling , it was pelted with questions 
and objections. Some OPO proposed' tO 
have an amondnicnt to the measure; 
The lady threatened .that unless the 
iiill were passed without any change 
she would make, n speech, "the long- 
est siieecli they had ever heard." Then 
the House practically begged for 
mercy, and passed the bill without a 
dissenting vote.' In the Senate, tho 
bill was ann'tided and changed, but 
when it came back to the House of 
Representatives for concurrence in Its 
mangled form, every member rallied 
round tlie colors of the lady member, 
and refused to assent to the mnend- 
ments. In the end the bill was passed 
in its original form.— Montreal "Wit- 
ness.

One triend sho made 
in London was Thackeray, who ad- 
mlretl her work, and who sought to 
nndi.' her feel more at home amid her 
sir.uige surroundings. 

It was one evening In .June, 1,S,')1, 
when both novelists were at the /.eii- 
Ith of Ihi.'lr high reputations, that tlu: 
giant author of ';'\'anlty l'"alr" gave at 
Ills house in Kensington a snuiU even- 
ing party In honor of the llttli' author- 
ess of "Jane Eyn.'" and ".Shirley," who 
was visiting at the home of her pub- 
lisher, i^auy Ritcliie, Thackeray's 
daughter, has told of her excitement 
witli. which her father, her sister, and 
lierselr awaited in tliu hall tho great 
little latly's arrival. Dressed In a lit- 
tle barege dress with a pattern of fulnt 
green moss, the tiny and delicate wo- 
man entered tho drawing room hnng- 
Ing on her host's arm, "In mittens, in 
silence, and In seriousness." To meet 
tile celebnitcd writer there wore gath- 
ered women of the most brilliant in- 
tellect and speech in London.- among 
them Mrs. ClaVlyle. All were a:ixIous 
to show rosi)ect for the distinguished 
guest, and were exlillarati^d by tho ex- 
liectatlon of greeting her. liuL Miss 
Itroiite wan under a nervous spell, and 
her mental lassitude spread through 
the room. A blight settled on the as- 
sembly. Clnirlolte repulsed the ladles' 
advances. Jlrs. firookfield, wife of a 
clergyman, opened conversation with 
tla; expression of a, hojie that Miss 
l.ironte liked London. Tho skirmish 
ended with the novelist's curt reply,

Thackeray's native gaiety drooped; all 
hearts grew chill; ,, The hbst, unuble to 
cope with the silence, furtively on tli)- 
too niado for tho street door, and sought 
the (Consolation of his club.

Per- 
haps the AVandcrcrs conaideredj,^thiH 
tlieir license, but tho liberty- was. ne.ver 
given them .by tlie trustees, .i 
• D'Arcy' .MoGeo will at once suggest 
to the trustees that a new base be 
built with an additional band tor re- 
cording the names of winning teams. 
Neither the Ottawa, Victoria, Maple 
Leafs of Winnipeg, nor Edmonton se- 
ries have been engraved uu 'he cup. 
through lack of space. 

Tile llnal saw-olT series between Ot- 
tawa and Wanderers in March, 190G, 
and Wanderers and Now Glasgow, in 
December, 1906, are engraved in a 
complete circle around the outer rim. 
Inside tho bowl the series with Ken- 
ora in Montreal appear. The rest ot 
the interior spafe Is devoted to- a list 
of Wanderer players and officers, 
twenty names In all. 

The various inscriptions on tho cup 
afford an Interesting study of hockey 
lore. Around the silver band on the 
base appear the names of the first 
holders of the cup in 1893, and sub- 
sequent winners for ten years. The 
engraved names follow thus:

The spaces on tho cup itself are 
filled up as follows:

(twice.) 

The main inscription, "From .Stan- 
ley to Preston," occupies one of the 
small spaces on the bowl proper over 
the Lord Stanley crest. Underneath 
the crest, engraved with a penknife, is 
the name Weldy Young. 

The cup was made by Collls Co., 
of Regent street, London. Kngland, 
and its original cost was estim.-iled at 
$4.5. It is not !i pretentious-looking 
affair by any meaufi, but during Its 
sixteen years' existence It has been 
productive of some wonderful Ice en- 
counters, some colossal disputes, and 
has made and broken many a club.

•At- the;regiilar cmeotin& of the Oak 
Bay. .'counell' held .last ovenlns ' two 
matters of exceptional Interest were 
considered. In the first place it was 
agreed to" alter Ihe proposed loan by- 
law to meet the Wishes of the public. 
Particulars of this'are given in another 
column. Secondly, the solicitors wrote 
announcing that the city council had 
passed an agreement relative' to the 
payment of expenses In policing the 
ncrlcultural grounds during all enter- 
tainments. It was decided to take no 
dellnite action In the contemplated 
withdrawal of the liconslnii' by-law un- 
til a copy of the agreement was re- 
ceived and found satisfactory. There- 
fore the matter was loft in abeyance. 
Certain rumors in circulation alleging 
that Clerk Floyd had disposed of muni- 
cipal debentures at a lower rate than 
was necessary, thereby losing money to 
the district, were squashed, and thanks 
tendered' that oflicial for his efforts in 
behalf of Oak Bay in tiiat respect.

A volume compiled of all the <mlnuto 
rules that govern tUe dress In which 
per.sor|i mp.y present themselves to 
English royalty, would run to hundreds 
of pages. 

It Is gencralll known that the num- 
ber of strawberry leaves on a pi'er's 
coronet varies according to his rank.

A 
baron is allowed two rows, a duke may 
sport four, while the Intermediate 
ranks vary, half a row at a time.

Russian Aristocrats. 

On this continent wc are not accus- 
tomed to think ot Russia as a country 
where women are happ.v. Yet the Now 
York Tribune tells us that even in thtiL 
land which seems always on the verge 
of revolution women live lives of the 
greatest luxury. It not of happiness. 

The Russian heiress — and In that 
vast empire many are so fortunate as 
to inlicrlt vast wealth— Is probably the 
greatest money spender to be found, 
and she gets more to show for it that 
Is not "showy" than any other woman 
In existence. Her horses, ot which she 
always has numbers, are the best; her 
carriages of state or for general use 
aro the most expensive and her harnes.s 
Is trimmed with precious metal and 
burnished to its highest luster. Her 
furs represent a fortune, for even in 
Russia sable is at a premium, and her 
jewels are so gorgeous that they are 
almost barbaric, iler gowns are or- 
dered from Paris, her laces are in- 
herited through generations, and the 
silver In use in her household Is 
wrought Into rarely beautiful deslgn.s. 

It must be remembered that the 
wealth and liixun' of the richest Kus- 
sian noblewoman Is little known to the 
world at large, for foreigners traveling 
through that empire stand small chance 
of meeting these women, as they travel 
from one estate to another and pay 
only Hying trips to St. Petersburg, 
where again they are well nigh Inac- 
cessible to strangers. Their months or 
weeks, or oven days, spent in St. 
Petersburg, or some other of tlieir largo 
cities, mean lavish outlay on their 
part, often involving the entire refur- 
nishing or redccoratlon of the house 
they have rented, it.the city chosen is 
not one where the tanilly has a palace. 
This palace may be no larger nor as 
Karge often, than that of an AiTjerican 
railroad or oil magnate, but It is the 
shell nevertheless which holds many a 
priceless pearl that the avaricious col- 
lector would give much to possess, a#id 
that to the owner means . nothing but 
some article ot dally use. 

During the season the Russians play 
cards fast and furiously, losing large 
sums, and their gifts to the church are 
elmcit equal to their losses or win- 
nings. Some of th^m travel In great 
splendor, but comp^Jratlyely. few tour 
as do.

sCapt. G. A'. Williams of tlio AVost 
Cfoast Kishiiiff conipiiiiy, wlio wont 
East over u inontli ago to get young 
oysters to restock Ihv K.siiuiinult oys- 
ter beds, has returned witli S, 000,000 
oysters in four curloails, ranging from 
one to two years old, which wore care- 
filly selected by him at the famous 
Cape Cod andi Long Island sound oys- 
ter beds of the Atlantic. 

Tills shipment is the largest that has 
lieou brought here by the West Coast 
l'"lsliing oomimny, doubli' tlie previous 
shipments, in fact. JlereLoforej from 
three to foui' million oy.sters liave con- 
stituted a yearly quota. So great, 
however, Is tlio demaiul for L^sciuimalt 
oysters, that it \v;is found necessary 
to double the quantity imported this 
time. 

' Today eight million oysters, filling 
four large freight cars, will arrive over 
the C. P. R. for the oyster bods at 
Esquimau. It takes the oyster from 
two to three years to grow to tlie mar- 
I<etable .size. They are planted small 
and are raided daily ami carefully 
tended during their growing time. At 
tlic ago of three or four years tlioy 
are ready for tlie table. 

At present tlicre are aliout tlire(> 
million oysters in the Kstiuinialt lieds, 
and nliout nine million liave been bred 
and disposed of since the- company be- 
gan its work. Tlio present shiiiment 
will bring the population of the col- 
ony at Parson's Bridge up to between 
ten' and eleven million. 

Capt. Williams is a membci of the 
well-Ivnown Eastern oyster firm of 
Williams & Kemp, of WoUfleet, Mass., 
the most important firm atjout Cape 
Cod in that ])artlcular brancli of liusl- 
nesH. From the famous bod.s main- 
tained by his firm he choso most of 
the young oysters he Is now bringing 
across the continent, all carefully 
chosen youngsters of a year or so old. 
, ..Other oysters were secured at Long 
Island sound and Boston, an4 all were 
carefully packed in the C. P. R, , cars 
, for shipment West In that city. : The 
,fdur cars loft the Atlantic coast on 
April 1, 2, 3 and -1, respectively. They 
readied Fort AVIlliam on the 7th, and 
at Jloosejaw two cars arrived on the 
flth and a third on the lOtli. The cars 
were due at Vancouver yesterday, and 
from there they will be shipped across 
to Ladysmith on" the oar-fetry/ " and 
brought here. 

iCapt. Williams left Victoria on 
March 7th, and waa accompanied by 
Mrs. Williams, who remained on the 
Atlantic coast visiting relatives and 
vfrlenda. He spent most of his time 
visiting the various oyster beds. 

The oysters on the Pacific coast do 
not breed. Unlike the Eastern oys- 
ters, which Increase in the beds, "tho 
oysters of the Estiulnialt beds do not 
increase. It is necessary to continu- 
ally restock tlie beds with young oys- 
ters, and yearly Capt. AVIUiams goes to 
the Atlantic to select the youngsters 
\yhlch are tO bo bred Into mature oys- 
ters here. 

The markets of the company are 
constantly Increasing and it is expect- 
ed that other new markets will bo 
developed after September.

'J'lie lights ale 
for the must part of tlie gas ljuoy \ar- 
lety, and ar(! supiiosetl to he looked 
after by the governiiienl steamer 
Quadra, wiilcb repleiilslies tlie buoys 
at stated periods. lietween tliese visits, 
liowcver, no attention is jiaid to the 
beacons, and some of the llglits liave 
not worked for two montlis. Thi.> .St. 
Denis took notes of tlio lights wblc'li 
were not working, and tliese e.Ktend 
from the north end of Craiu ilh; chan- 
nel to Mctlakatia. During the jjiesent 
voyage of the St. Denis tlie following 
lights were not burning: Alfonl reef, 
ICestrel rock, Spire ledge, iiariett iH'ef, 
Qoaat Island range, Watson rock and 
Klew Nugget light, and some of these, 
It Is stated, have not been lit for 
inonths. 

'.' "On a dirty night when you are de- 
ponding on these llglils to get your 
bearings, it is absolutely dangerous to 
And that you have no marlcs to steer 
on," was tho comment of one of the 
St, Denis offlcera. '"On this present 
trip we were trying to pick our bear- 
Ipgs to enter Prince EupcVt, and there 
waa not a light burning, with tho ex- 
ception of Casey point. Jt has been a 
matter of complaint In shipping circles 
tor some time, and as" It Is dililcult 
^yo^k navigating those waters at their 
best, the 'absdnce of lights creates very 
dangerous conditions, and are llublo 
to upset calculations."

FITTING OUT YAWL 

FO R ARCT IC CRUISE 

Ernest de K. Leffingwell Who Went 

From Victoria in Uuches of Bed 
ford Going North Again 

The yawl Argo is being prepared by 
l':rnest do K. Leffingwell, who accom- 
panied Capt. Mikltelsen on the Anglo- 
American exploratory expedition in tho 
Duchess of Bedford from Victoria, to 
leave for tho Arctic oa May I on a 
trip lasting thrid ' years. Ho will be 
accompanied by three men. There will 
be no attempt to And an Arotc con- 
tinent. On a previous trip, Mr. Lef- 
fingwell demonstrated that there was 
no large body of land within several 
hundred miles of the North American 
coast. i'"roni tlie jieculiar action of the 
northern tidi-,^, .Mr. Leffingwell be- 
lieves tliat there may be a large, un- 
discovered Island near tho Polo and ho 
thinks that Capt. Roaid Amundsen, 
who is to seareii for the island next 
summer, may find it. 

The work Mr. ]>elf ingwell has set 
fcjr liiniHelf^ i.s tn make a geolu^'ic sur- 
vey of Northern Alaska, to explore 
seven rivers of whieh he lias been in- 
fm'nied by nativi-s, anil to mark points 
of longitude in the nurtliern country. 
He will poHsildy locale tile 111st par- 
allel of longitude which marks the 
boundary between the Unitt-d States 
and Canada. In the suiniin-r, time will 
li(^ spent examining the geoloKieal for- 
mation of a totally unlaiown country. 
In the long winter months a geographi- 
cal exploration will be made and as- 
tronomical Instrumonts will bo shipped 
north on the revenue cutter Thetis, 
Mr. Leffingwell expects tp bo absent 
from tho United .States for. three 
years. If ho nnds the task is too 
great to be finished '•withltt tho allotted 
time, lie will extend his' stay another 
year, and will make one trip to the 
outside world In two years. 

Tho little vessel Is being built by 
Sidney II. McLane, and is 50 feet 
over all, and 1-1',^ feet in tlie beam. 
Slie displaces 2'- tons and registers 
13 tons net. Tlie draft Is 3 feet : and 
the length on the waU^r line 40 feet. 
Tile vessel will be yawl rigged and 
will carry :,000 feet of sail, a small 
area for a vessel the size of the Argo. 
A- two-cylhider, li;-horsi; power Huf- 
falo gas engine especially adajited I'or 
burning keroseiu; will give the Argo a 
sfHied of six miles per hour. 

Jlr. Leffingwell orderi'd a specially 
light draft for lils yawl because tho 
Ice thaws along the coiist before it 
breaks up In the open sea. 'J'hc Y^rgo 
will therefcfrc bo able to travel along 
the coast fully a month before a deeper 
draft vessel could travel.'

According to present plans the Argo 
WlU 'proceed to inaxman Island, where 
hcudquartera will be built. As much 
exploring as possible will bo done this 
summer; and then tliree of the crew 
will retm-n to I'olnt Harrow for the 
winter. In the summer they will whale 
from the shore. Mr. Leffingwell will 
rnniain at his quarters with his cook 
and will makke an annual trip to 
clvill'/:ation for mail and supplleH. 

'I'lie men who will accouifiany Mr. 
Leffingwell are: .!lm Clark, formerly 
mate on the steam whaler Narwahl; 
Jot; ('llark, steward and formerly cook 
on the IJuchess of Bedford when it 
catriod tho M Ikkelsen-Lofflngwell ex- 
pedition to tho North. Storger Stor- 
gcrson, formerly mate of the Duchess 
of BCdf6rd',-is--no%v on Plaxman Island 
carirtg.: f or '..'the "instruments left by 
MhiljefEine^yell when he made his trip 
to .the' oMtatde last fall, sioigerson 
WlUVy'6la:'.tHe' ''party In the Nortfi. 

"f^Mo-v^on the Anglo-American ex- 
pedition^ i' Which was commanded by 
Capt'. 'Ml'lckelsen and myself and which 
sailed from Victoria in lUOG," .said Mr. 
Leffingwell last evening, "I wintered 
on l''laxman Island and began a geo- 
logical and geograiililcal exploration of 
an entirely unknown area of Northern 
Alaska. 1 was forced to return last 
fall before the work was comlileled 
on account of a lack of provisions and 
tho need of a new outfit. Now I am 
going back for three years, and a pos- 
slbla four,.,tOj complete my work. 
' ■; ' Plans- of the Work 
. '-'I lijoppito'^chart the coast line for a 
few -hundred' miles each side of Vlax- 
riian" Island'. All of the charts now in 
existence aro merely approximate. I 
will exfiiore seven or eight rivers, of 
wliicli the natives have told me. This 
will be winter work, and I will ac- 
comiilish it with dog sleds. In the 
summer, when the snow Is off the 
ground, I will Investigate the geologi- 
cal formations representative of the 
country. ' ' ' 

"Jly headauarters- will be on Flax- 
man Island In latitude TO. On my 
former expedition my slii|), the Duchess 
of Bedford, was ' ^vreckcd in a very 
imroinantic way. The ice fro7,o to tho 
calking and when it thawed it pulled 
the oakum from tho seams and tho 
.ship foundered. This. time I ^m pre- 
pared, and I will. haul the yawl out of 
tlio water as soon as winter sets in. I 
will take lumber - along and build a 
house and Hva on. shore. The dwelling, 
will Tap small,' built of a single thick- 
ness of woodi covered with waterproof 
roofing paper and heavily sodded over. 
It is very datnp In the Northern lati- 
tudes, and I have made extra prepara- 
tions for keeping my quarters dry. 

"I gained experience in the Mikkel- 
s^n-Leffingwell expedition, and I am 
inittiiig that to good advantage. The 
last trif) cost f30,000. Thi.s trip -vvill 
cost one-third as much. Instead of 
currying a lot of useless material I 
will carry nothing but absolute iicces- 
sities. My provisions will consist of 
tea Hour, "bacon and other staples. I 
will carry very little canned goods and 
no canned meats, as tliere are posl- 
tlvelv millions of ducks near tho head- 
ciuarters site, and fresh meat W plenti- 
ful." 

DETAI'LS Of FIRE 

ON SHIP TACOMA 

Mail Advices From Golden Gate Give 
Further Particulars of Disaster 
On Cannery Ship 

Further advices of the lire on board 
tho cannery ship Tacoma at San 
Francisco, concerning which a San 
Francisco despatch gave brief ac- 
counts, arc given in the San l-'raneisco 
newspapers. Arthur Tliorne, second 
cook of tlie Tacoma,- was suffocated. 
The fire was first noticed at o'clock 
in the morning by the .ship's watch- 
man, Hans Knutscn. Kiuitscn saw 
llainea issuing from the galley, wlilch 
with great rapidity spread all over tlie 
vessel down to the ifuarters aniidahip, 
wliere ov(-r 250 Asiatic and Caucasian 
cannery hands were sleeping. 

Almost as soon as ho had turned In 
an alarm the Chinese, Japanese and 
Filipinos had engaged In a. mad rush 
through the smoke and llamos for tho 
deck. The wildest kind of disorder 
prevailed, and it seemed for some timo 
as though many lives would be lost In 
the stampede. As the flames mounted 
to the deck Captain William Sorenseii 
alipeared on the scene and after deter- 
mined exertions managiHl to restore 
order and (luiet the frantic Orientals. 

With tlie- help of a contingent from 
the Morse jiatrol the cannery hands 
were iienned up in tlie after jiart oC 
the ship. Strenuous exertions were 
then made to oxtlngulsli the liauies. 

In this work Captain Sorenson took 
a leading part and It Is mainly owing 
to his exertions that the vessel was 
not entirely destroyed. He seized a 
number of Are extinguishers and broke 
them on the flames as they threatened 
to attack the masts and rigging of the 
ship. The state fire tug Governor 
Jlarkham shortly afterward came 
alongside and within an liour the lire 
had been almost totally extinguislied. 

Arthur Thome was sleeping in his 
bunk when the fire br.olte out and waa 
.suffocated by tho huge volumes of 
.Hnioke which crept round every part 
of the vessel below deck. Hans Mai- 
ler, one of the crew, made a gallant 
effort to rescue 'I'liorne, but in an at- 
tempt to carry him fi'om lils bunk,i\Iul- 
Icr .himself was, almost choked by tho 
amoke.^ :.'';■, > '"-, ■ • • - 

When brought from below Thorno 
was dead, but his body was removed 
to tin; llarlior lOniergency hospital, 
wliere continued efforts were made by 
Chief Stew.'ird William Ilol'fernan to 
re-suscilati^ liiin. lie was a native of 
[yondoii, 35 years of agit and had lieen 
a niomber of tlie Tacoma'a crew on a 
previous voyagii. 

A number of Japanese who had ro- 
colvod a , jiart of their money in ad- 
vance made a determined attempt to 
escape when the lire brolce out, but 
they were not successful. After being 
secured by. the Morse men, along with 
tho ,romaincler,;.of ; the, cannery hands, 
they were taken by one of Crowley's 
barges to Vallejo street and put on 
board the ship Star of Italy. , ,

LAURA IS ABANDONED 



Advices from New York state that 
the Nova Scotia barkentlne Laura has 
been abandoned . off Capo Hatteras. 
The s'.eamer Norse Prince, which has 
arrived at New York from Brazil 
aiffhted the burliontine Laura, water- 
logged, • dismasted and abandoned, 
about 20' miles cast of Capo Hatteras. 
The steamship tried to tow the dere- 
lict into port, but the liaw-sers were 
carri<'d away and the attempt was 
abandoned. The bariccntine was mak- 
ing heavy weather of it wlien the 
Norse Prince left her. 

The Laura la a Nova Scotia vessel 
of G92 tons. She was bound from 
Turks Island to Providence, laden witli 
salt. The water got into the cargo 
early In the voyage and converted It 
Into ihiuid. The sUli>per had the salt 
pumped up on deck and then tried to 
dry it In the sun. The liquid salt eva- 
ported, however, which cansod tlie 
Laura to keel over to starboard at tlie 
mercy of a heavy northwest gale. She 
was then abandoned.

TURKISH TROOPS ~ 

JN OUTBREAK 

(Continued From Pago One.) 



The murder on April 7 of Hassan 
l-'ehml Effendl, editor of tho Liberal 
newspaper Sebbcstl, Is thought here 
to have been the climax of this politi- 
cal argument. Effendl was shot and 
killed by an unknown man as ho was 
entering his ofHce< A Government of- 
ficial accompanying hlra was wounded. 
Violent demonstrations both Inside 
Parliament and In the streets adjacent 
followed the Idlllng of the editor. 

The political events ieadinp: up to 
tho present revolutionary outbreai< in 
Constantinople are spoken of In a letter 
from the Constantinople correspondent 
of the London Times. He writes: 
The Officer Class. 
"It was .ray privilege to be a guest 
at the banquet given In honor of the 
committee and the army and navy, at 
which a large number of officers were 
■present, ■ It was impossible, as I not- 
ed the appearance and bearing of these 
men, upon wliom and Upon their 
brothers in the otlier army corps the 
fortunes of the country must In the 
main depend, to resist a wave of sym- 
pathy and of confidence tliat in spite 
of all dlfllculties tho great experiment 
will succeed. Turkey Is to a great ex- 
tent a military aristocracy, and a larga 
number of tho best men In the country 
are to be found in the army. 

"Although under tho paralysing re- 
gime of the Palace, tlu^ army, like 
evcrytliing else, has been starved and 
(Ujtimpcd, yet here, from the necessi- 
ties of the case, the atrocious systoni 
which regarded all enlightemnont and 
desire for knowledge as the worst of 
crimes has perforce been somewhat re- 
laxed, and tho opportunities for study 
thus afforded have not been neglected. 
In the new era now dawning these fa- 
cilities will, of course, be greatly ex- 
tended, and for tho lirst time in the 
country's history to the admirable na- 
tural gifts possessed by tiie majority 
of Turkish ofllcers — fine pliysique, self- 
control, nerve, courage, and a spon- 
taneous courtesy and charm of man- 
lier which is singularly atUaetive — will 
be added the intellectual development 
tyhlcjl has hitherto been studiously re- 
strained within the narrowest limits. 

"Hfere'for -a long time to come must 
bip fpjmd, the backbone pt the country, 
and' unless outward appearances are 
altogether deceptive, it is of excellent 
quality. The exigences of military dis- 
cipline render It necessary that officers 
o'n the^actlve list should take no direct 
part In politics, ^but at the present 
tlfne an interest in politics is nothing 
short of a duty on the part of the men 
who are not only the strongest and 
most capable, but also, as a class, 
probably tho most enlightened mem- 
bers of tho nation. 

Cause of the Split. 
"Dr. Rlza Nur, Deputy of Sinope, 
who until ciiiite recently was lilmself 
a member of the Conmiittee of Union 
and Progress, published last Friday in 
the Ikdam a striking article wiiicli has 
attracted much attention. After an ex- 
ordium in whicli lie deplores the acri- 
monious controversies wiiicli disligure 
tho press of Constantinoi)le at the 
present moment. Dr. Rlza Nur asks 
himself vvliat is the cause of this re- 
gre table state of affairs, and flnds it 
in the schism from the nation. , 

"At the moment when tlio constitu- 
tion was proclaimed the commlt- 
itee, lie says, was inspired by lofty 
ideals and patriotic aims, but since 
then a number of persons have Joined 
Its ranks and forced their way Into Its 
midst who are animated by considcra- 
tJona of personal interest. The accro* 
tton of these elements, strangers to the 
guiding principles of the committee, 
who found themselves Invested with 
immense material and moral Influence, 
has produced a radical change in its 
policy. Tho writer then proceeds to 
put the following questions and to an- 
swer them In detail: Does tho com- 
mittee constitute an irresponsible caij- 
inet? Does it interfere in the acts of 
the responsible government'? Does the 
necessity for its existence continue at 
the present time? 

The Power of the Committee 
. "The Committee, he replies, le a re- 
gular Imijerlum in imperio, which 
maintains in tho capital various 
branches of administration, bureaux, 
etc., with local committees in the pro- 
vinces, constituting a complete hier- 
archy which corresponds to the gov- 
ernors, miitessarifs, kaimakams, and 
mayors. The ])rovincial autliorities 
are frequently paralysed by this power 
which tliey find established at thiilr 
side, and tho situation la further ag- 
gravated by the imbllc subscriptions 
and contributions collected in the 
name of the Committee. 'XMierc .'i.re 
many documents extant to prove the 
interference of the Committee In af- 
fairs. 

"On one occasion, for Instance, the 
local branch of the Committee tele- 
graphed to a general- of division to 
dismiss a major within 24 hours. Dr. 
Nur'do.es'iiot give the date of this In-

Commit 
tee, to pay 2 per cent. , Of 'their monthly 
revenues to tho ComiAlttee funds. ' It 
must be added tliat In both of tho last 
cited cases" an, 'appeal to the compo 
tent Ministers produced prompt coun- 
ter-orders. I cannot say whether the 
icalmakam mentioned has been dis- 
missed, as he certainly deserves. Dr, 
Nur replies to hla third question in tho 
alllrmatlvo. Tho Committoo la still 
necessary, but it should confine Itself 
to tile role of guardian of tho consti 
tution, and should mobilize its forces 
only when there is reason to believe 
that the constitution is In danger. 

"in addition to tlie liarmful affects 
of tile Commlttee'H action already cit 
ed, tliere are others which, in Dr. Nur'a 
opinion, are tiie most serious symp- 
lunis of all, and which more than 
in'orytlUng else have impelled him to 
write his article. Tho antagonlspi ex- 
i.ited by the Irregular authority exep 
clsed by the Committee li'as led to the 
fornmtion of rival clubs and assocla 
lions among those who are opjjosed to 
It. Since tile fall of Klamll Pa-sha this 
tendency has been noted in ttio army, 
where jnuch resentment is felt at tlio 
privileged i)Ositlon accorded to the 
Walonilca battalions, who appear to be 
I'l^garded by the Committee as the solo 
champions of the constitution. Thu 
very serious danger arising from this 
Htate of feeling will, ho believes, be 
readily recognized, all the more as a 
iilmilar antagonism is noticeable In tho 
navy also. 

"In conolu2io;i Dr. Nur enumerates 
Hie steps which he considers necessary 
lo put an end to this stu,te of affairs, 
'I'ho Conmiittee, he say^, ought to de- 
i lare oillcially that its local organiza- 
tions In Anatolia are dissolved. Next. 
It should suppress also the Central 
Committee In Constantinople and the 
dubs alllllated to it, for so long os 
tills central organization has its seat 
in thu capital it is quite impossible to 
expect that it will not directly exert 
Itself to counteract any development 
in tho Clianiber which appears unfa- 
vorable to its interests luid contrary 
to Its views. Tile violent opposition 
excited among tlio •r.embcry of th 
Committee by tlio formation ot ; 
Parliamentary party which does not 
acknowledge Its authority Is matter of 
common knowledge. 

Rival Societies 
"Yet Parliamentary instilutlons in- 
evitably d('mand tiio existence of at 
li?ast two iKirties. The projiosed ■'re- 
conciliation" between the partv of 
Union and Progress and the Li"beral 
Union i.s unnecessary and even unde- 
siralile in the interests of healthy 
Parliamentary- life. AVhat Is necessary 
is that tho two parties should tolerate 
each otiier, and that they should not 
allow pol'tlca' differences to degener- 
ate into violent personal animosities, 
which are a danger to tho country. 
Yet «uch Is the Inevitable result of 
tile presence of the Committee In Con- 
stantinople. If the Committee Is really 
patriotic it ought to transfer Its cen- 
tres to .Monastir and Salonika, where 
its activity lias been and might still be 
beneficial to the nation. There tho 
Committee mlglit continue to enact 
the beau role of guardian ot the Con- 
stitution until such time as the now 
regime lias been so far consolidated as 
to be able to dispense with its services 
altogether." 

Turkey's Constitution 
London, April 1,1. — Turkey is at the 
boginiiing of her first serious attempt 
at popular government. A constitu- 
tion was granted the country on July 
24, lOOS, by the Sultan and uiicler the 
terms of this instrument elections for 
a parliament were held in due course. 
The new legislature was inaugurated 
on December 17 last, and since then 
the empire has been under constitu- 
tional administration. The hand of 
the .Sultan was forced and he was 
obliged to give the country a consti- 
tution by the Young Turks, who had 
been successfully active under tho 
leaderslii]) of the committee of union 
and iirogrcss since 1903. 

Tho co-operation of the armv was 
olitairied liy means of a successful se- 
cret propaganda and had not the Sul- 
tan given way when ho did, two armv 
corps would have marched on Con- 
stantinople. Tho granting of the con- 
stitution was followed by the dismis- 
sal or flight of various members of 
the hated palace clique and tho 
Installation of officials dictated 
by the successful insurgents, who still 
maintained their organization and 
continued to oiierate throvgh the Com- 
mittee of Union and Progress. Since 
tlie first <lays of its success, tho course 
of tile committee biia bepn dictatorial 
and alisnluto, and the political activ- 
ities of the Young Turks, particularly 
III the direction of administrative con- 
trol, have .-iroused a counter political 
sentiment, which has brought out and 
crystallised the opposition of the Lib- 
erals.

POLICE HAVE CLUES 

Sensation alDevelopmont Said To Be 
Ir, Prospect In Moose Jaw 
Mystery 



Moose Jaw. Sask., April 13.— 'J ho no- 
llce today gave out the information 
that they are in possession of valuable 
clues which tliey have reason to belie vo 
will before long lead to sensational de- 
volopmontii in the Kent tragedy. Tho 
nature of the Information received 
however, rendered it necessary that 
absolute secrecy bo maintained If the 
expected results are to follow, and they 
consequently refuse to give out any 
details along tlil.s lino. 

An interesting fact made known to- 
day is that the late Mrs. Kent visited 
her dressmaker on the afternoon of tlie 
tragedy to have measurements taken 
for a loose dross. Mrs, Kent was ex- 
pecting to 150 a motlier in two months' 
time, and the preparations she aijpears 
to have been making for the event, to- 
gether witli her general demeanor prior 
to and on the night of the tr;igedy, are 
taken as very strong evidence to dis- 
prove any intention ot suicide. 

Tho coroner states that at the ad- 
journed inuui!St five witnesses will bo 
called, namoly, Mr, Kent, Miss Kyle, 
sister of tho deceased; Jliss Glennlel 
who lives at tho Kent home; Mrs! 
Grayson and Miss Grayson. 

The reason for calling Mrs, Gray- 
son is that her name was mentioned 
by the victim after turning from tho 
phono on the night of the tragedy, in 
fact. It would appear from the stato- 
mont of tho deceased's sister that the 
woman speaking over the telephone 
Rave tho name of Mrs. Grayson, and 
that Mrs. Kent remarked on leaving 
the telephone, "That's strange, the per- 
son speaking said she was Mrs. Gray- 
'son, but It did not sound like her 
voice." 

Tile police do not seem to attach 
niuch importance lo tho n^ferenco 
made lo either Miss or Mrs. C'tyson 
In the case, but say that both ladies 
will be examined at tho inciucst as n 
precautionary measure.

"Firstly, I send you all the thanks 
my heart can conoeivo, or my words 
express, for your many troubles and 
care.s taken for me; wliich, though 
they tiave not taken crfeet as you 
wislied, yet the debt Ls nutliless, and 
pay it I never slinll In this world. 

".Secondly, I beseech you, b.y tlic love 
you bore me ilviiig, do not hide your- 
self In grief many days, but seek to 
lieip the miscr;ible fortunes of our 
poor clilld. Thy mourning can not avail 
mo; I am but dust. • • • Remember 
your poor child for his father'.^ sake, 
who cliose you and loved you In his 
happiest time. God is my witness It Is 
for you and yours I de.siro life; ljut it 
Is true I disdain myself for begging it. 
For know, dear wife, that your son is 
the son of a true man, and one who In 
his own respect desplseth death, and 
all hla misshapen, grisly forms.
